(l)  (C)  Eneiij  Situation: 

(a)  General:  During  the  past  quarter,  major  enany  mite  la  HIT  Carps 
10  generally  endeavored  to  avoid  declaim  contact  with  Allied  forces.  lo 
enany  attacks  of  battalion  or  larger  site  were  Initiated,  and  only  isolated 
company  else  attacks  occurred  throughout  the  quarter.  Eneay  Initiated  ac¬ 
tivity  was  characterised  by  light  to  sods rate  intensity  attacks  by  rocket/ 
aortar/BPG  fire,  mining  of  LOCs,  very  snail  unit  ground  attacks,  and  a  low 
level  of  propaganda,  proselyting,  tarrorisa  and  other  politically  related 
activity o  Eneay  activity  was  largely  designed  to  bolster  the  diminishing 
effectiveness  of  the  TC  Local  7orea/TC  Infrastructure  apparatus  in  the  pop¬ 
ulated  lowland  areas  of  the  Corps,  sad  to  discredit  the  G7N  Accelerated 
Pacification  Campaign  Once  the  fall  rice  harvest  began,  enemy  units  of 
Military  Beglon  TRI-THIEH-HUE  (MfiXTH)  concentrated  almost  exclusively  os 
attempts  to  secure  such  needed  rice.  Continual  Allied  ambushes  in  tbs  low¬ 
lands  and  along  the  edge  of  the  p latent  have  extracted  a  heavy  toil  ef 
casual ties  aaoag  rice  collection  parties.  Most  recent  TVSp  ralllere  and 
dacmants  from  HKTTH  elements  have  recounted  severe  food  shortages  and  ftar 
of  partlcipeting  in  rice  collection  aiseions  due  to  Allied  ambushes,  lx 
the  B$  Front  AO,  the  dAth  Rocket  Artillery  Regt  and  tha  31et  Infantry  Bagt 
were  the  most  coneistently  active  H7A  combat  units.  Thass  units  initiated 
selected  attacks  by  rocket  fire  over  a  wide  frost  in  the  eeatern  and  cen¬ 
tral  QOANG  TRI  (P),  with  favorite  targets  being  7ANDERGRIFT  Combat  Boat, 
DOSG  HA  Combat  Base,  and  the  Alpha  and  Charlie  Basaa  south  of  tha  eastern 
DHZo  The  31st  Regt  operated  throughout  the  quarter  la  a  widely  dispersed 
AO,  engaged  primarily  In  propaganda/ proselyting  in  the  CAM  LO/CAM  70  Ro- 
settleaent  Area,  and  sporadic,  harassing  nortar/RPG  fire  and  ninin/  of 
Allied  L0Css.  Other  i’5  Front  elements  conducted  sporadic  tact leal  ac¬ 
tivity,  daployisg  m*tl  ojw^eqti  from  bases  within  And  north  ef  the  SMZ.

TRI  (P;  K«r*  ait  r.r  ro-’ket  end  mortar  firs.  These  attacks  oan  aost 
likely  he  ettrn-.  ►,«  the  f*4 th  fkt/Arty  Regt.  On  18  and  19  August,  l/2 
ARTS  Bn  .lot*  let.  rd  t-r-  **  i»*^Xe  contacts  with  tha  49th  Bo/QBPU  southwest  Of 
COM  THIEF,  Th*s*  contorts  resulted  in  87  onsny  KIA  and  only  16  ART!  WLA, 
and  led  to  th*  /Ithdrewel  of  the  49th  Bn  after  It  had  suf farad  nearly  200 
Confirmed  KU  during  the  Death.  Sporadic  ceatacta  with  snail  9th  BTA  Sagt 
el aments  in  the  central  DMZ  area  occurred  daring  the  last  half  ef  August, 
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although  Boat  w ere  friendly  initiated.  The  9th  Hegt  operated  with  platoon 
to  company  alze  elements  apread  just  aouth  of  the  central  DMZ  in  defensive 
positions,  while  larger  forces  occupied  reinforcing  positions  within  the 
DMZ,  Mining  activity  increased  aloqg  Rte  9  during  late  August,  while  anti¬ 
aircraft  fir#  (.50  cal)  remained  at  a  higher  than  normal  level  throughout 
the  month.  Elsewhere  in  QUANG  IRI  (P)w  enemy  activity  was  light  throughout 
August,  Delta  Force  reconnaissance  te  uns  were  inserted  into  the  Vietnamese 
SALIENT  beginning  5  August  and.  by  virtue  of  their  lack  of  contact,  provided 
indication  that  the  24th  NVA  Regt  had  vacated  the  area.  The  lowlands  were 
generally  quiet  throughout  August  with  the  only  significant  incident  being 
the  attack  on  QUANG  TR1  Combat  Base  with  31  lockets  (122mm)  on  31  August, 

The  attack  was  probably  conducted  by  the  K.34  Arty  Bn,  7th  Front  and  result¬ 
ed  in  2  US  KIA  and  9  US  WIA„ 

&  Enemy  activity  in  the  province  defined  t  a  low  level  during  the 
first  half  of  September,  Tha  death  o£  HO  CHI  MINK  on  2  September  (and  re¬ 
sultant  8-11  Sep  truce)  .,  coupled  with  Typhoon  Doris,  which  struck  the  Corps 
AO  between  1-3  September  undoubtedly  contributed  to  the  low  level  of  ac¬ 
tivity,  In  the  eastern  DMZ  area  there  were  several  mortar  and  rocket  attacks, 
which  included  four  mortar  attacks  on  A 2  Base  (YD  213743),  and  two  rocket 
attacks  on  DONG  HA  Combat  Base,  These  attacks  probably  were  Initiated  by 
84th  Arty  Hegt  and/or  list  NVA  Regt  elements  and  produced  very  light  casu¬ 
alties  and  minimal  damage,  A  decrease  m  ground  contacts,  moderate  anti' 
aircraft  fire  along  the  southern  trace  of  the  DM2V  and  sporadic  attacks  by 
fire  characterized  enemy  activity  In  the  o*ntral  DMZ  area  during  early  Sep¬ 
tember,  The  9th  Regt.  continued  to  exhibit  v-ry  limited  interest  in  the 
central  DMZ  area,  and  rarely  initiated  contact  J-ther  than  harassing  mortar 
fire.  During  the  later  half  of  September  the  9th  Regt  304th  Div  remained 
in  lta  established  AO  in  the  central  DMZ,  and  extept  for  a  brief  spot  of 
contact  from  the  16th~19th.  tne  Regt  was  generally  content  to  avoid  signifi¬ 
cant  contact.  On  19  Sep  a  notebook  was  found  following  a  contact  in  the 
west-central  DMZ  area,  which  identified  the  246th  NVA  Regt  in  contact.  Sub¬ 
sequently.,  a  PW  from  the  2d  Bn,  246th  Regt  was  captured.  He  revealed  that 
his  unit  had  recently  been  assigned  a  combat  mission  after  having  operated 
in  a  transportation  rale  in  the  western  DMZ  area  throughout  1969,  To  date, 
contacts  believed  to  involve  the  246th  Regt  have  been  light  and  sporadic. 
Aerial  reconnaissance  forces  of  the  101st  Airborne  Div  have  continued  to 
contact  small  groups  of  enemy  in  the  2i»b?L  Regt " 3  AO,  On  2a  September, 
three  PW’s  from  a  reconnaissance  team  of  the  1st  Bn  2?th  Regt  were  cap¬ 
tured  south  of  CON  THIEN,  These  PW  a  provided  the  first  evidence  of  the 
return  of  the  27th  Regimental  elements  to  contact  in  the  east-central  DMZ, 
Documents  captured  during  a  contact  a  fee  days  later  in  this  area  contained 
further  indications  of  the  presence  of  the  1st  Bn.  27th  Regt, 

2.  During  early  October  continued  evidence  was  received  of  renewed 
tactical  involvement  south  of  the  east-central  DMZ  by  the  27th  Regt,  This 
unit  was  apparently  operating  out  of  a  base  north  of  the  DMZ  and  rotating 
coapany  to  battalion  sire  elements  into  SVN  to  oonduct  short  periods  of 
tactical  activity.  Lack  of  significant  contact  with  the  9th  ReRt/3Q4th  Div 
during  October  indicates  it  has  probably  pulled  back  above  the  DMZ,  The 
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9H  Reft  sustained  as  estimated  400  plus  £U  during  ita  tw  a««th  pari  ad 
•r  MMdlMt  la  Km  central  DMZ  im  and  Tiry  likely  la  saterlag  *  parted 
ef  refitting ,  although  same  regimental  euppert  cenpaniee  nay  centinne  ee- 
eaelenal  taetieal  activity  a  Thao  far  evidence  that  another  anlt  baa  aaeuaed 
the  9th  flagt'a  prevlenaly  eatahliahed  10  la  lacking;  altheogh  the  27th  Regt 
haa  displayed  a  Manure  of  interest  la  the  area* 

L  Threap  wit  the  quarter,  PCI  and  VC  local  force  activity  la  the  QUAIG 
TRI  (P)  lowland  a  raaalaed  exceptionally  lights  PW°s9  ralllera  and  deeuments 
reeeuated  vary  carl oca  difficulties  being  encountered  by  the  fC/?CI,  Dscu- 
aentsd  preblem  areas  na  the  genet  from  inability  te  obtain  adequate  feed 
and  supplies,  to  lack  of  support  from  the  lowland  populace,  te  friction  be* 
twees  local  fareoo  and  i?A  elements  of  the  7th  front  The  7th  front  was 
entirely  msmccessful  la  regaining  any  measure  of  influence  within  QUAHG  TRI 
(F),  and  eon  tinned  evidence  of  its  straggle  for  sustenance  was  received 
throughout  the  quarter. 

2  A  continuation  of  veiy  sporadic^  taken  haras  snoot  la  the  lowlands  of 
THRISU  PHOKG,  Hll  LAHG  aid  Kil  LIKE  districts  nay  ba  expected  during  the 
cowing  quarter.  In  the  eastern  and  central  QMZ  areas  present  indications 
favor  periodic  attacks  by  rocket/mortar  firs,  mi  sings  along  Rte  9  and  LEATHER- 
H£CK  SQUARE,  and  occasional  ground/ sapper-style  attacks  of  platoca  to  oompany 
sits  -  ITA  units  based  above  the  QMZ  will  probably  continue  to  ksap  the  bulk 
of  their  foroes  out  of  contact  Wile  rotating  ecwpaay  site  elements  into  Sfl 
for  short-lived  tactical  activity.  The  onset  of  good  weather  in  LAOS  during 
the  impending  Hortheaat  Man  soon  will  encourage  heightened  infiltration  of  re- 
placeneat  packets  into  the  QUARG  TRI  (P)  interior?  however f  their  number  will 
be  Halted  by  difficulty  in  providing  than  adequate  support  upon  arrival. 

(e)  THUA  THIS!  ( P) . 

X  Throughout  the  reporting  period  eneoy  activity  was  very  light  aa  enewy 
salts  la  THUA  TBIEJt  (P)  successfully  avoided  any  major  contact  with  Alii ad 
foroes ,  As  has  been  the  pattern  throughout  aoet  of  this  year,  the  eneey 
Halted  hla  offensive  activities  to  attaoka  by  rocket),  mortar,  and  RPG  fire 
While  ground  operations  were  in  no  case  larger  than  platoon  size  The  over¬ 
whelming  aajcrlty  of  engagements  with  eneoy  forces  were  squad  else  contacts. 

In  a  departure  from  the  pattern  of  recent  months,  there  wee  no  readily  dis¬ 
tinguishable  monthly  upsurge  or  high  point  in  August;  September  or  October 
la  THUA  THIEN  (P). 

2  In  the  A  SHAU  TAILS!  enemy  activity  ground  to  a  halt  in  early  August 
aa  the  29th  and  803rd  Reft  elements  withdrew  all  but  small  reconnaissance 
wits  into  the  sanctuary  of  Bass  Area  611.  With  tbs  cloas  of  all  Allied 
ISBJe  la  the  valley  aad  the  oaeet  of  unfavorable  weather  which  hindered 
Alllad  aircraft  sod  survalllaac#  capabilities  the  enemy  is  now  being  af¬ 
forded  the  opportunity  to  reopen  the  valley  aupply  lines.  It  must  he  noted 
however,  that  to  date  Allied  surveillance  has  not  detected  any  large  scale 
eaeay  movement  either  into  or  across  the  valley.  The  absence  of  this  antici¬ 
pated  movement  nay  be  attributable  to  limited  surveillance  due  to  restrictive 
weather  conditions  daring  early  October  or  the  enemy  may  have  been  suaoeasful 
In  establishing  a  satisfactory  hypasa  circm venting  the  A  SHAU.  As  wsather 
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conditions  gradually  improve  west  of  the  valley  in  LAOS,  an  influx  of  enemy 
personnel  and  equipment  may  be  expected  into  BA's  611  and  607, 

2  On  18  August,  Operation  CUMBERLAND  THUNDER  commenced  with  elements 
of  the  101st  Abn  Div  (AM)  targeted  against  the  5th  NVA  Regt  in  its  tradi¬ 
tional  AO.  Contact  with  the  eneny  was  minimal  as  5th  «egt  units  carefully 
avoided  contact,  evaded  Allied  units  and  escaped  to  the  sanctuary  across 
tho  border  into  LAOS.  Any  preplanned  offensive  activity  by  the  5th  Regt  was 
undoubtedly  pre-empted  by  Allied  control  of  the  A  SHAU  supply  line.  Conse¬ 
quently  during  this  reporting  period,  the  5th  Regiment  was  forced  to  occupy 
itself  with  food  foraging  missions  into  the  lowlands  to  stave  off  complete 
starvation  PW's  and  ralliers  from  the  regiment  during  the  reporting  period 
repeatedly  reported  the  regiment’s  critical  food  shortage  and  supply  problem, 
Activity  by  the  K32  Rocket  Arty  Bn  during  August,  September,  and  October  de¬ 
creased  dramatically.  Only  12  attacks  by  rocket  fire  occurred  in  the  unit -a 
normal  AO  PHU  BAl  CB  received  three  of  the  attacks,  the  last  on  27  August; 
GAMP  EAGLE  received  five,  the  last  on  23  August;  and  HUE  City  four  attacks, 
the  last  on  15  September.  There  was  an  apparent  increase  in  reconnaissance 
activity  against  major  Allied  bases  in  the  lowlands  area  of  the  5th  Regt  AO, 
as  both  CAMP  EAGLE  and  PHU  BAl  CB  reported  many  instances  of  night  activity 
forward  of  their  perimeter  barriers. 

4,  The  4th  Regt  also  found  itself  the  target  of  Allied  preemptive  efforts 
as  combined  101st  Abn  Div  (AM)  and  54th  ARVN  Regt  elements  launched  Operation 
CLAIBORNE  CHUTE  on  20  August.  True  to  previously  established  patterns,  the 
enemy  elected  to  avoid  any  major  confrontation  with  the  Allies.  Again  logis¬ 
tical  problems  probably  prevented  the  enemy  from  offering  any  serious  resis¬ 
tance.  Consequently  the  4th  NVA  Regt  has  been  involved  in  limited  objectives 
such  as  interdicting  the  HUE-DANANG  RR  and  extensive  rice  gathering  missions 
in  the  "bowling  alley"  area.  The  actions  are  attributable  to  small  elements 
of  the  regiment,  as  the  bulk  of  the  regiment  probably  withdrew  to  areas  of¬ 
fering  improved  supply  capabilities. 

2  The  6th  Ragt  remained  out  of  major  contact  during  the  reporting  period 
and  withdraw  all  but  minor  company  sized  elements  to  more  logistically  favor¬ 
able  areas.  Those  elements  left  behind  in  the  PHONG  DIEN  (D)  piedmont,  how¬ 
ever,  operated  very  closely  with  VC  local  forces  and  al£t  have  successfully 
strengthened  the  VC  and  VCI  in  the  area.  Attack*  by  rocket,  mortar,  and 
RPG  were  the  rule  in  the  6th  Regt  AO  with  main  targets  being  CAMP  EVANS,  LZ 
SALLY,  and  PK-17.  No  extensive  damage  or  casualties  resulted  fran  these 
limited  activities., 

&  Throughout  the  lowland*,  activity  by  local  force*  took  the  form  of 
terrorism  in  conjunction  with  extensive  rice  procurement  during  the  fall  har¬ 
vest.  However,  rice  denial  operations  resulted  in  the  abortion  of  many  of 
those  miaalona.  Results  in  numbers  of  enemy  KIA,  WIA,  JM  and  ralliers  from 
the  a  bush  tactics  graphically  demonstrated  the  success  of  this  technique. 
Heavy  monsoon  rains  during  the  first  ten  days  of  October  resulted  in  the 
destruction  of  the  bulk  of  unharvested  rice  and  probably  washed  away  numerous 
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pre-positioned  caches,  Consequently,  it  is  expected  that  the  plight  of 
most  NVA  and  VC  combatants  in  all  areas  of  THUA  THUN  (P)  will  become  ever 
more  desperate. 

(d)  Enemy  Capabilities,  The  enemy  has  the  capability  to  attack -by-f ire, 
interdict  L0C*s,  conduct  short-lived  ground  attacks  in  up  to  multi-battalion 
strength,  and  engage  in  limited  terrorist/propaganda/political  activities. 

Enemy  forces  will  probably  continue  to  avoid  significant  ground  contact > 
engage  in  sporadic  attacks-by-fire^  minings  and  other  harassment,  and  concen¬ 
trate  on  collecting  and  stockpiling  rice  and  supplies  in  preparation  of  pos¬ 
sible  future  offensive  activities, 

(2)  (C)  Intelligence  Collection, 

(a)  General:  The  Collection  Division  continued  to  perform  its  mission 
by  providing  the  G2  with  all  available  information  in  a  timely,  accurate, 
and  coordinated  manner.  The  Division  monitored  23  KAGV  Special  Intelligence 
Collection  Requirements  (SICR),  12  special  collection  programs  and  coordi¬ 
nated  the  collection  effort  of  the  four  (4)  branches  of  the  division:  IPW, 
Ground  Reconnaissance,  Technical  Intelligence,  and  Ground  Surveillance,  As 
a  special  collection  task  liaison  visits  were  made  to  the  G2»  1st  ARVN  Di¬ 
vision  and  US  G2  Advisor,  Of  particular  interest  was  a  visit  to  determine 
VC/NVA  rice  gathering  activities.  Specific  methods,  gathering  areas,  and 
transportation  routes  were  discussed-  There  was  a  free  exchange  on  both 
sides  with  frequent  challenges  to  each  other  e  opinions,  Thl6  open  discus¬ 
sion  resulted  in  new  ideas  being  surfaced  while  other  knowledge  of  the  enemy 
was  reconfirmed.  The  discussion  was  equally  beneficial  to  the  G2  sections 
of  the  1st  ARVN  Division  and  XXIV  Corps, 

(b)  Interrogation  of  Prisoners  of  War  Branch- 

i  There  was  a  marked  increase  In  the  number  of  human  sources  exploited 
during  the  reporting  period  as  compared  to  the  previous  period*  During 
August  1969  HOI  CHANH5  from  the  THUA  THIFN  Province  lowland  areas  provided 
important  information  leading  to  several  cache  locations,  provided  intelli¬ 
gence  for  future  operations,  and  led  to  the  rally  of  other  HOI  CHAWIS*  A 
total  of  18  HOI  CHAIH3  were  received  during  August  1969  froei  the  lowlands  ef 
THUA  THIEN  Province,  Close  coordination  among  all  Interrogation  element* 
within  the  Corps  AO  increased  the  accuracy  of  the  information  being  obtained 
fron  human  sources,  crphasis  was  placed  on  translation  of  ARVN  interrogation 
reporte  and  dissemination  by  local  ,US  elements  to  all  intelligence  units 
having  interests-  Continued  liaison  with  interrogating  elements  and  Order  of 
Battl*  Sections  at  the  various  level a  la  the  Corps  provided  the  interrogators 
with  sound  intelligence  which  enabled  them  to  properly  question  each  human 
source « 

£  During  the  reporting  period  a  dedicated  courier  system  for  evacuation 
of  captured  enemy  documents  to  the  Combined  Document  Exploitation  Center  (CDEC) 
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in  Saigon  was  initiated.  Documents  were  forwarded  by  subordinate  elements 
to  the  G?  Collection  Division  and  then  forwarded  to  III  MAF  on  the  daily 
helicopter  courier.  Ill  HA F,  in  turn,  forwarded  the  documents  to  CDEC  by 
courier  the  following  day*  A  readout  was  made  and  a  translation  returned 
to  III  MAF  the  following  morning  after  the  document  arrived  at  CDEC.  Full 
readouts  of  important  documents  were  provided  when  requested.  This  new 
spates  decreased  the  time  required  for  a  field  unit  to  receive  a  readout 
from  3-4  weeks  to  3-4  days.  It  also  provided  the  readout  information  to 
all  using  ager.oies.  Close  liaison  with  1st  ARVN  Div  G2  continued  to  pro¬ 
vide  document  readouts  on  "loaned"  documents  (documents  captured  by  the 
ARVN  elements)  for  exploitation  and  dissemination  through  US  Intelligence 
channels.  Dally  liaison  was  conducted  with  1st  ARVN  Div  Combined  Division 
Interrogation  Center  (CDIC)  and  both  US  and  ARVN  benefited  by  more  complete 
exploitation  of  sources  contained  therein, 

(c)  Technical  Intelligence:  During  the  period  numerous  technical  in¬ 
telligence  items  were  monitored  and  passed  to  the  Combined  Material  Exploi¬ 
tation  Center  (CMEC).  The  CMEC  Field  Team  attached  to  this  headquarters 
continued  to  provide  Invaluable  assistance  to  units  in  the  field.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  this  branch  registered  numerous  war  trophies  to  include  130  rifles 
and  38  pistols,,  Although  most  items  of  technical  intelligence  interest  had 
been  previously  reported,  there  were  several  significant,  unusual  items. 

1  On  20  Aug  69  a  bulldozer  was  discovered  in  the  A  SHAU  Valley.  The 
Item  was  of  Russian  manufacture  and  was  in  poor  condition  indicating  it 

had  bean  in  its  present  location  several  men the.  The  bulldozer  was  extracted 
from  the  A  SHAU  Valley  for  further  examination.  The  item  was  identified  as 
an  M-80  Bulldozer  with  an  angina  of  approximately  80HP.  The  bulldozer  weighs 
15,000  lbs  and  is  similar  to  the  US  D-7  tractor.  This  is  the  first  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  this  modal  bulldozer  In  RVN. 

£  On  1  Sep  an  enemy  periscope  was  found  on  a  trail  in  the  Piedmant  10  km 
southwest  of  the  ^UANG  TRI  City.  The  item  was  identified  as  a  periscope  from 
the  cenmander's  cupola  of  a  PT-76  Soviet  Amphibious  Tank.  There  have  been 
no  tanks  reported  in  the  Corps  AO  and  it  is  believed  this  item  was  used  as 
seme  type  ef  vision  device  net  associated  with  its  primary  purpose. 

2  On  7  Sep  an  enemy  rangefinder  was  discovered  cn  a  sweap  operation  5 
km  south  of  CAMP  EVANS.  The  item  was  identified  as  a  Rangefinder#  1  aster 
base  model,  manufactured  in  Russia.  It  is  a  colncldance  rangefinder  end  has 
range  markers  far  100m,  200m  and  500a,  The  tube  is  partially  filled  with 
helium  and  a  desiccant.  This  Item  is  used  in  conjunction  with  anti-aircraft 
weapons. 

(d)  Ground  Reconnaissance  Branch! 

Aggressive  ground  reconnaissance  in  the  XXIV  Corps  area  of  operation  con¬ 
tinued  to  produce  positive  results  es  395  long  range  ground  reconnaissance 
petrols  performed  intelligence  collection  missions.  These  petrols  engaged  in 
60  oontects,  resulting  in  74  enemy  KIA  and  3  enemy  PVI's.  In  addition,  thara 
were  147  enemy  sightings  ‘•lthokt  pattest  that  provided  Intelligence  data  on 
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end  the  location  of  enemy  base  canps.  In  addition  to  the  patrols  from 
XXIV  Corps  salts,  the  B-52  (Project  DelU)  5th  SFG  operated  in  the  XXIV 
Corps  Area  of  operation  during  the  period  and  prorlded  considerable  intelli¬ 
gence  in  northwestern  QUANG  TRI  Province  and  the  BA  LONG  Valley  area.  In¬ 
telligence  on  enemy  pretence  In  the  CAM  liver  Valley,  (NU  QUANG  TRI  Province) 
produced  by  the  Delta  Faroe  patrols,  was  a  significant  factor  in  the  decision 
to  launch  tho  101st  Airborne  Division  Operation  "Norton  Falls".  The  Delta 
Force  patrols  penetrated  the  ITA  Seventh  Front's  rear  area  in  the  DA  KRONG 
Valley.  Aggressl-e  petrolling  harassed  the  enemy  and  provided  numerous  tar¬ 
gets  for  artillery  end  eir  strikes,  further  disrupting  the  entity's  supply 
lines  and  other  rear  area  operations. 

(e)  Ground  Surveillance  Branch: 

X,  During  the  reporting  period  the  Ground  Surveillance  Branch  was  reor¬ 
ganised  from  an  independent  division  reporting  directly  to  the  02  into  a 
branch  within  the  Collection  Division a 

2  The  Ground  Surveillance  Branch  continued  its  assigned  Duel  Blade/ 
Dtoffel  Bag  oiseione  and  in  addition  initiated  the  XXIV  Corps  Tlgit  Jaw  pro¬ 
gram.  ARVN  has  enthusiastically  participated  In  the  Tigit  Jaw  program;  they 
established  three  new  readout  sites  and  implanted  12  new  Tight  Jaw  sensor 
strings.  All  regiments  of  the  1st  ARVN  Division  liqtlanted  sensor  strings  in 
their  AO's.  They  responded  to  sensor  target  detections  with  organic  artillary 
and  followed  the  artillery  engagements  with  sweeps  of  the  area  when  possible. 
These  sweeps  resulted  in  the  finding  of  numerous  blood  trails  and  items  of 
enemy  equipment.  In  one  case,  a  sweep  conducted  by  the  54th  ARVN  Regt  found 
4  NVA  KIA  and  1  FV  WIA. 

2  The  US  sensor  program  also  continued  to  expand  during  ths  reporting 
period.  Flans  wore  completed  to  provide  for  the  orderly  transfer  of  tho 
sensor  mission  from  the  departing  "JdMsr  Div  to  the  101st  JUn  Oiv  and  1st  Bde( 
5th  Inf  Div  (Mech),  This  planning  Included  the  eetahliahment  of  a  Sensor 
Control  and  Managament  Platocn  (SCAMP)  from  resooroes  of  the  3d  Mar  Div, 

The  3d  Mar  Div  SCAMP  will  remain  in-country  for  approximately  60  days  after 
departure  of  the  divlsicn  to  insure  the  continuity  of  the  Corps  sensor  pro¬ 
gram. 

4  During  the  reporting  quarter  the  101st  Aba  Div  received  a  Sensor  Ana¬ 
logue  Relay  System  (3ARS).  It  was  employed  in  the  A  SHAU  Valley  on  Signal 
Hill  to  relay  to  FSB  Rendesvoua.  Whoa  the  101st  Aba  Div  withdrew  from  the  A 
SHAU  Valley  the  SARS  was  displaced  to  Camp  Eagle  with  a  planned  use  of  pro¬ 
viding  an  extension  of  the  present  readout  capability  to  the  west. 

(3)  (C)  Counterintelligence 

(a)  UAlsCMi  Although  liaison  between  Security  Division  sad  various 
intelligence  agencies  in  XXZV  Corps  A/0  was  established,  increased  e^hasls 
continued  to  bo  placed  on  more  timely  intelligence  through  more  frequent 
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liaison  visits.  Efforts  were  continued  to  establish  liaison  with  G7N  Na¬ 
tional  Police;  however,  this  effort  was  hampered  due  to  changes  in  National 
Police  personnel. 

(b)  EARLY  WARNING  NETWORK:  Emphasis  continued  on  Early  Warning  Network 
(EWN).  With  the  addition  of  more  human  resourcee,  the  EWN  expanded  over  that 
of  last  quarter.  Through  intelligence  gained  free  casual  Informants,  effec¬ 
tive  ambushes  were  set  up  tiilch  resulted  in  several  7C  KIA  and  numerous  con¬ 
tacts  where  enemy  casualties  were  unknown. 

(c)  ATTACK  AGAINST  THE  7IEI  CONG  INFRASTRUCTURE  ,(7CI) ;  Included  in  the 
Security  Division's  mission  is  the  coordinating  with,  and  monitoring  ef  the 
PHOENIX/PHUNG  HOANG  program  in  its  attack  against  the  7CI,  Liaison  with 
District  Intelligence  Operations  Coordinating  Canters  increased  and  enhanced 
and  improved  the  flew  of  information  from  the  DiOCC's  and  PIOCCs  to  the 

US  tactical  units,  helping  to  intensify  US  tactical  units'  involvement  in 
the  attack  against  the  7CI. 

(d)  SECURITY:  A  great  deal  ef  emphasis  was  placed  on  destruction  of 
official  waste  in  order  to  deny  the  enemy  classified,  and  unclassified  but 
useful,  infermation  (i.e,,  personal  letters,  efficlal  rosters,  maps,  dally 
bulletins,  etc,).  During  the  last  quarter  periodic  checks  of  the  classified 
destruction  areas  revealed  that  more  emphasis  and  rigid  control  of  classified 
document  destruction  was  needed.  A  program  was  developed  to  enhance  security 
which  resulted  in  Immediate  improvement  of  the  eltuation.  The  main  point  ef 
the  pregram  was  te  emphasize  the  constant  need  ef  security  awareness. 

c.  (C)  OPERATIONS.

Thle 
XXIV  Corps -1st  Marine  Division  Boundary  change  iilfte  responsibility  for 
security  ef  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  Hal  Van  Pass;  the  Lang  Ce  Bridge; 
4L-1  and  the  Hue-Da  Nang  Railroad  north  and  west  te  the  vie  of  Hill  86  to  the 
2d  Battalien,  26th  Marine  Regiment.  No  other  modificatiens  te  the  XXI7  Corps

(a)  Observations  The  road  improvement  program  in  the  XXIV  Corps  AO 
has  produced  both  favorable  and  undesirable  results.  On  the  positive  side, 
the  improvement  of  the  reads  has  enabled  traffic,  both  civilian  and  military, 
to  move  with  Increased  ease  from  point  to  p:lnt.  This  has  had  a  favorable  ef¬ 
fect  an  military  operations,  pacification  and  growth  of  the  civilian  economy. 
On  the  other  hand  the  flow  of  traffic  moves  at  a  higher  rate  of  speed  which 
has  led  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  injuries/fatalities  from  vehicle  ac¬ 
cidents. 

(b)  Evaluations  The  overall  iApact  of  the  road  improvement  program  is 
good,  but  it  has  pointed  out  a  need  fox  increased  traffic  control  and  emphasis 
or.  the  proper  operation  of  civilian  as  well  as  military  vehicles. 

(n)  Recommendations?  United  States  Military  Police  and  Combined  (ARVN/ 
National  Police/US)  patrols  be  increased  and  a  Public  Safety  and  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment  Council  formed  to  facilitate  coordination  between  Vietnamese  and  US  au¬ 
thorities.  As  the  road  improvement  continues,  added  emphasis  be  required 
by  units  on  the  training  of  vehicle  operators.  These  actions  have  been  ac¬ 
complished  with  success  in  the  Corps  AO.

2,  (U)  Purpose,  To  establish  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the  conduct  of 
defense  against  sapper  attacks. 

3.  (C)  Discussion;  The  successful  sapper  attack  is  dependent  upon  detailed 
reconnaissance)  detailed  planning  and  rehearsals,  movement  under  the  cover 

of  darkness  and  the  achievement  of  tactical  surprise.  Surprise  is  critical 
since  the  enemy  Is  confronting  a  superior  force,  having  superior  fire  power, 
and  fighting  from  fortified  positions 0  A  sapper  attack  i3  divided  into  two 
distinct  phases  =*  the  reconnaissance  phase  and  the  assault  phase.  There  are 
Inherent  weaknesses  in  both,  which  when  aggressively  exploited,  can  prevent 
the  attack  from  ever  being  initiated,  or  by  the  early  detection  of  the  enemy's 
presence,  lead  to  his  destruction  when  he  is  most  vulnerable. 


a.  Reconnaissance  Phase 


(l)  The  sapper's  reconnaissance  must  be  detailed  in  respect  to  the  ob¬ 
jective  area  and  routes  to  and  from  the  objective  area.  In  addition  to  the 
layout  of  the  objective,  the  structure  and  depth  of  wire  barriers,  and  the 
location  of  key  installations,  the  sapper  meticulously  notea  the  activities 
of  the  defender,  i0e,,  time  of  departure  of  patrols,  routes  used,  locations 
of  LP’s,  points  of  entry  into  the  wire,,  fields  of  fire  achieved  by  "bunker  lo¬ 
cations,  etc.  This  is  done  to  detect  patterns  of  weaknesses  which  can  be 
exploited,  or  strengths  to  be  neutralized  or  avoided.  The  sapper  recon  party 
may  even  risk  detection  and  engagement  to  acquire  a  close-up  view  of  the  ob¬ 
jective  area,  relying  on  subsequent  time  lapses  of  inactivity  and  boredom 
to  lull  the  defenders  into  a  false  sense  of  security,  after  an  initial  period 
of  alertness.

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(Z)  Counter-Aeconnai stance  ferhiuqueBs  It  should  be  reognlzed  that  it 
is  nearly  impossible  to  prevent  a  fire  base  or  fixed  installation  from  being 
observed  by  a  well-  trained  and  determined  recon  teaa<>  Tbs  acquisition  of  in¬ 
formation*  however,,  can  be  made  more  difficult  and  tbs  results  of  tbs  recon¬ 
naissance  can  ba  frustrated  or  negated,,  the  following  techniques  can  be  em¬ 
ployed  in  this  regards 

(a)  Daylight  patrols  should  habitually  be  given  the  additional  tasks  of 
noting  all  locations  from  which  some  portion  of  the  fire  hase  can  be  observed, 
the  trees  in  certain  areas  must  not  be  overlooked  as  potential  observation 
platforms.  The  patrols  should  seed  these  areas  cleverly  and  profusely  with 
trip  flares*  and  "tell-tales1'.  Areas  within  400  meters  of  the  base,  from 
which  BPG  fires  can  be  effectively  directed,,  should  be  noted  and  the  ap~ 
proaches  to  these  locations  seeded  with  trip  flares.  The  same  applies  to 
possible  mortar  positions.  Such  locations  that  are  seeded  must  be  plotted 

as  firing  data  so  the  detected  movement  can  be  Immediately  fired  upon.  Un¬ 
likely  and  difficult  approaches  to  the  objective  areas  should  he  considered 
the  most  likely  avenues  of  approach  and  likewise  seeded  with  trip  flares 
well  cut  from  the  fire  base*  as  well  as  close-in.  Trip  flares  should  be  em¬ 
ployed  with  pressure  pull  wire,,  and  pressure  pall- pressure  release  wire  to 
frustrate  the  enemy  ?  attempts  at  disarming  as  much  as  possible.  The  peri¬ 
odic  checks  of  these  areas  by  patrols  should  provide  timely  information  on 
th^  enemy  s  presence.  It  may  be  necessary  to  reseed  the  area  and  do  it  with 
moreased  cleverness.  If  nothing  else,  the  pattern  and  triggering  method 
should  be  altered,.

(b)  Screening  Parties.  Fire  team  to  squad  size  screening  parties  (the 
eaemy  situation  may  dictate  the  strength)  should  check  the  area  around  the 
fire  base  out  300  *, 03m  between  dusk  and  darkness  to  check  for  signs  of  enemy 
presence*  and  to  possibly  flush  sapper  teams  occupying  objective  .rally  points/ 
attack  positions.  Special  attention  must  be  given  to  the  avoidance  of  setting 
patterns  as  tfo  routes*  times  of  departure*  end  times  =f  return.  Screening 
parties  can  be  used  to  leare  stay- behind  ambushes  and/or  listening  posts  dur¬ 
ing  their  return  to  the  fire  base.

These  patrols  must  be  made 
to  thoroughly  understand  the  imp  fiance  of  their  task.,  i.e.,  the  early  da 
teuton  of  the  enemy  U  the  best  possible  way  to  disrupt  the  attack. 

'*•/  Debriefing  of  Patrols,  loamanders  should  thoroughly  debrief  re¬ 
turning  patrols  te  determine  signs  of  enemy  presence  in  the  area  and  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  knowledge  gained  on  the  surrounding  terrain.  If  the  debrief¬ 
ing  is  not  treated  with  the  proper  professional  gravity  then  tie  patrols 
will  soon  be-ome  routine  end  ^productive  because  of  lack  of  inter  ••tr* 

■i‘  Actions  at  the  base.  Any  indication  from  the  debriefing  of  enemy 
presence  should  automatically  dictate  modifications  In  the  layout  of  the 
defense.  A  good  technique  would  be  the  construct ion  at  portable  wire  bar¬ 
riers  that  can  be  emplaced  after  darkness  te  supplement  existing  wire, 
block  appreches  to  key  internal  positions*  and  assist  in  the  channeling  of 
sappers*  who  may  broach  the  wire,,  inte  prearranged  killing  a  ones. 
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(e)  Other  counter* reconnaissance  measures:  One  additional  measure  to 
be  considered  is  *taad  minutes".  Variations  to  "mad  minutes"  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  patterns  and  achieve  greater  frequency. 

If  automatic  weapons  are  fired;  consideration  must'  be  given  to  the  periodic 
changing  of  their  locations.  Claymore  mines  can  be  hidden  and  well  camou¬ 
flaged  outside  the  wire  in  the  "unlikely "  avenues  of  approach  vhich  the  enemy 
is  likely  to  use.  Another  technique  would  be  to  utilize  sniper/recon  teams. 
Dummy  bunkers  with  fake  activity  around  these  bunkers  during  daylight  is  an¬ 
other  deceptive  measure  to  consider. 

♦ 

(f)  The  above  mentioned  are  intended  as’  guidance  to  thwart  and  frustrate 
the  sapper's  reconnaissance.  Any  measure  that  can  be  taken  to  alow  him,  cre¬ 
ate  confusion,  and  shatter  his  confidence  in  his  well-rehearsed  and  inflexible 
plan,  can  set  the  stage  for  his  destruction.  The  techniques  available  are 
limited  only  by  the  imagination  and  resourcefulness  of  the  leader. 

fc.  Assault  phases 

(1)  This  phase  has  several  distinctive  stages,,  which  ares 

(a)  The  movement  to  the  objective. 

(b)  The  attack  by  indirect  fires. 

(c)  The  penetration  of  the  perimeter. 

(d)  The  transition  from  mortar  to  RPG  fires  and  thrown  satchel  charges 
or  grenades. i 

(e)  The  violent  and  rapid  attack  to  assigned  objectives  by  sapper  teams. 

(f)  Mass  infantry  assault  through  penetrations!  which  may  or  may  not  be 
planned. 

(g)  The  withdrawal. 

(2)  The  sapper  will  preferably  go  under,  or  through  the  wire  barrier, 
resorting  to  destruction  only  if  necessary.  It  appears  that  the  enemy  will 
penetrate  the  wire  first,  and  only  use  indirect  fire  if  he  is  discovered. 

If  he  can  move  through  the  wire  without  any  covering  fire,  he  will  do  sej 
if 'not,  the  final  move  through  the  wire  barrier  is  done  under  the  cover  of 
indirect  fires,  usually  60  and/«r  82mm  mortars.  These  fires  are  initiated 
on  a  prearranged  signal,  eften  a  flare,  and  have  as  their  primary  purpose 
the  'forcing  ef  the  defenders  te  take  cover  in  bunkers,  ss  that  the  breach 
can  be  made  undetected.  These  fires  are  augmented  or  supplanted  by  RPG  fires 
and  thrown  satchel  charge  to  compel  the  defenders  to  stay  under  cover,  by 
giving  the  impression  that  the  enemy  action  is  only  an  attack  by  fire. 

(3)  Counter- Assault  Techniques  -  It  is  critical  that  the  enemy  be  de¬ 
tected,  delayed  and  destroyed  prior  te  the  breaching  ef  the  inner  perimeter 
wire.  This  is  dependent  upon  the  thorough  and  sound  application  of  defen¬ 
sive  fundamentals. 
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(a)  Llrt«*AEsr  post*  and  ambuahee  arWsMfeotial  Beans  of  early  warning , 

The  positioning  of  IPs  in  tress  should  not  be  disregarded,  dpi  da  r  holeg  should 
also  he  considered  -  with  camouflaged  corerso  They  east  not  nose  into  posi¬ 
tion  prior  to  darkness?  and  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  changing  of 
their  locations.  LPs  oust  be  thoroughly  briefed  on  the  actions  to  take  if  the 
base  ie  attacked. 

(b)  The  trip  flares  placed  well  out  and  close  in  to  the  base  may  give 
added  parly  warning.  Since  the  sapper  is  trained  te  detect  trip  flares, 
imagination  and  skill  must  be  used  to  emplace  then  where  he  is  not  likely  to 
expect  then?  as  well  as  in  the  conventional  manner. 

(c)  Periodic  UltalnatioQg  fired  at  irregular  intervals  ie  essential. 

(d)  Anti-intrusion  devices  and  field  expedient  "noise  makers"  must  be 
employed  not  only  in  the  tactical  virer  but  well  out  and  in  random  and  un¬ 
expected  locations. 

(e)  Anything  that  can  shake  the  enemy” s  confidence?  slow  his  progress 

or  confuse  him?  may  contribute  to  a  premature  attack?  or  some  other  mistake 
on  the  part  of  the  enemy.  He  is  confident  of  the  night?  only  because  the 
detailed  reconnaissance  and  aetlyoloue  rehearsals  have  convinced  him  that  he 
will  achieve  the  critical  element  of  surprise.  The  success  of  his  efforts 
hinges  on  this  one  point.  Take  away  the  night?  subject  him  to  the  eemi-day- 
light  of  illumination?  and  the  exposed  hunter  becomes  the  vulnerable  prey  of 
the  defenders  who  are  fighting  from  foxholes  with  known  and  rehearsed  fields 
of  fire,  * 

(f)  Protective  Wire: 

1  The  sapper  can  be  further  delayed  at  or  in  the  wire?  which  increases 
the  opportunity  for  detection  and  subsequent  destruction.  If  nothing  else? 
his  tin*  table  can  be  disrupted?  increasing  the  probability  of  error. 

2  To  achieve  this?  outer  end  inner  fences  of  concertina  should  have 
tanglefoot  between  them, 

2  The  concertina  must  be  staked  down  seourely  so  that  the  sapper  cannot 
lift  it  and  crawl,  under.  If  the  wire  is  stretched  too  much?  and  is  not  in 
sufficient  depth?  the  sapper  may  be  able  to -easily  crawl  through.  C- ration 
cans  with  rooks  and  other  noise-making  devices  in  ths  wire  will  assist  in  the' 
detection  of  hie  presence, 

4  Defensive  wire  should  be  emplaced  so  as  to  force  the  snemy  to  out  or 
blow  the  wire?  thereby  delaying  him  end  increasing  the  possibilities  of  de¬ 
tection?  or  at  least  the  early  identification  of  the  point  of  penetration, 
Defansive  wire  emplaced  along  the  FPL  will  delay  the  enemy  in  the  killing 
some  as  long  as  possible.  Key  installations  must  have  Internal  wire  barriers? 
forming  islands  of  defense?  to  channel  the  enemy  into  killing  tones  and  delay 
his  movement  to  assigned  objeetlves. 

J  Immediately  upon  detection  of  the  enemy?  illumination  should  be  fired 
oontlnuodsly  to  faeilltate  destruction  ef  ths  attaokara.  An  81am  with  ade¬ 
quate  illumination  on  position  should  be  constantly  ready  to  fire  hia  suataln- 
*8  13 1w*1ftiiWrii_njWtAl  *7  »rtillary  illumination  and  flaraahipa.  In 
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facte  a  gunner  should  be  en  alert  In  the  gun  pit  to  insure  immediate  response o 

(h)  Claymores  employed  in  depth  and  parallel  te  the  perimeter  should  be 
fired.  The  immediate  firing  of  some  fougasse  will,  even  if  the  penetration 
has  been  made*  at  least  provide  additional  illumination  and  have  a  psychologi¬ 
cal  effect  on  the  enemy. 


(i)  When  indirect  fires  begin  impacting*  personnel  on  alert  should  already 
be  in  the  external  fighting  positions.  Sleaping  personnel  must  move  immediately 
via  the  trench  to  the  fighting  positiens.  If  the  terrain  will  not  allow  con¬ 
necting  trenches r  at  least  slit  trenches  of  sufficient  depth  te  allow  a  man 
to  crawl  unexpoaed  should  be  dug. 


(j)  If  tha  attack  succeeds  in  penetrating  the  base,  a  designated  and  re¬ 
hearsed  reaction  force  must  be  employed  to  destroy  or  eject  the  attackers. 
This  reaction  force  must  be  centrally  located,  and  must  sleep  in  their  combat 
gear  in  order  to  respond  instantly.  Prearranged  pyrotechnic  signals  should 
be  used  to  mark  areas  of  penetration, 

\ 

(k)  Guards  must  be  in  fighting  positions  outside  key  installations,,  such 
as  TOCs,  Commo  Centers;  and  FDCs ,  tasked  specifically  to  protect  these  loca¬ 
tions  from  sappers. 


(l)  Indirect  fires  plotted  on  suspected  HPG  and  mortar  positions  should 
be  fired  immediately  and  shifted  when  precise  locations  have  been  determined. 
Probable  r'cufr**  of  withdrawal  must  be  interdicted  by  preplanned  artillery, 

(m)  Pars it  under  continuous  illumination  must  be  initiated  to  complete 
the  destruction  of  the  attacking  force. 

4o  (C)  Summary  Of  ail  the  previously  mentioned  considerations*  there  are 
three  salient  points  which  must  be  emphasized  in  summary.  Should  the  sapper 
penetration  occur,  these  are  the  core  essentials  to  minimizing  destruction 
to  ourselves  and  maximizing  the  destruction  to  the  enemy.  These  ares  In¬ 
stant  and  continuous  illumination,  reliable  communications,  and  immediate 
and  violent  reaction  by  all  available  support. 


a.  Instant  and  continuous  illumination.  Take  away  the  concealment  of 
the  night  from  the  aapper,  and  he  loses  his  relative  freedom  of  movement. 
The  leaders  can  then  asbess  the  situation  and  our  troopers  can  effectively 
engage  them.  The  following  guidance  will  be  adhered  to  in  order  to  provide 
instant  and  continuous  illumination. 


(l)  Hand  held  flares  will  be  located  at  each  fighting  position,  and  are 
to  be  ignited  on  the  signal  or  command  of  the  squad  leader  ir.  sector. 

(2j  An  81mm  mortar  with  gunner  on  alert  and  adequate  illumination  am¬ 
munition  at  the  gun  pit,  will  be  prepared  to  fire  at  all  times.  The  gunner 
will  immecLately  fire  controlled  illumination  to  supplement  any  hand-held 
flares  fired.  When  the  sapper  attack  signal  is  given,  or  if  directed  by  his 
squad,  section  01  platoon  loader,,  he  will  provide  continuous  illurairui  ion. 
There  should  be  an  alternate  position  in  case  enemy  fires  neutralize  the 
primary  post 
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(3)  Designated  personnel  will  be  directed  to  fire  fougasse  for  supple¬ 
mentary  illunination  and  shock  effect  once  the  attack  signal  ia  given., 

U)  Artillery  Illumination  Boat  be  prepared  to  fire  once  the  81aa  sorter 
begins  firing 9  nnless  directed  otherwise. 

HOTEt  (1)  through  (4)  must  occur  within  the  first  10-15  ainutes  time  frame  i; 
by  which  tine  leaders  should  be  able  to  assess  the  situation  and  determine 
what  further  support  is  required.  Additional  illumination  support  will  be 
requested  in  the  following  orders 

(5)  All  available  artillery  illtalnation  id  thin  range. 

(6)  Army  helicopter  flareships  on  forward  ground  aler^  at  FB  Bla«ep 
Camp  Evans  and  Camp  Eagle  will  be  requested  as  soon  as  it  ia  ascertained  that 
there  is  a  sapper  attack  (should  respond  within  15-30  minutes). .

(7)  "Basketball"  -  Air  Force  flare ship  will  be  requested  to  assume  the 
illualnation  task  of  the  Army  flare ship.  (May  require  an  hour  to  arrive  on 
station.) 

b.  Reliable  system  of  communications s  Failure  in  communication  contri¬ 
butes  to  loss  of  command  and  control  during  the  most  critical  time  (first  15 
min)  and  causes  disastrous  delays  in  reaction.  To  facilitate  communications s 
all  means  of  signal  will  be  employed. 

(1)  There  will  be  wire  communications  for  the  bunker  /fighting  positions s 
with  the  wire  being  buried^  as  time  permits B  to  prevent  cutting  or  destruction 
by  indirect  fires.  An  emergency  hotloop  will  be  established  between  all  key 
persons  to  augment  the  former. 

(2)  A  radio  net  will  also  be  established  with  each  sector  of  the  perimeter 
The  squad  radio  should  function  satisfactorily  on  fire  bases  to  augnent  PRC  25” 

(3)  Each  sector  of  the  perimeter  will  also  designate  a  messenger  to  be 
used  as  necessary. 

(4)  Sound  and/or  visual  sign Ale  will  be  prescribed  as  final  alternate 
means  of  communication.  As  a  minimum,,  signals  will  be  prescribed  for  the  fol¬ 
lowings 

(a)  Sapper  Attack  =  move  to  fighting  positions employ  all  organic  illu¬ 
mination  and  fires  in  sector. 

(b)  Mark  points  of  penetration  to  guide  Reaction  Force, 

(c)  Take  cover  -  Artillery  will  fire  direct  fire, 

(d)  Sapper  Withdrawal  »  Detonate  additional  fougasse  and  claymore  mimes 
and  employ  all  firepower  on  the  fleeing  enemy. 

o.  Immediate  and  violent  reaction  by  all  available  supports  At  the  con¬ 
firmation  of  a  sapper  attack  on  a  fire  base*,  ARAS  TAC  Air,  Spooky  and  Flare- 
ships  should  be  requested^  and  all  tube  and  mortar  Illunination  within  range 
must  fi  CMNMNT  ,  The  following  essental  support  must  be 
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readied  to  react  as  soon  as  the  situation  allows:  Medevacs,  a  combat  tracker 
tear,  to  exploit  fresh  trail  Sj,  an  IPW  team  to  interrogate  POW's,  and  a  fresh 
ready  reaction  force  to  be  airlifted  to  the  scene  to  exploit  intelligence 
gathered  and  pursue  tha  enemy  until  he  is  destroyed.  Above  the  RRF  should 
be  a  "pink  team"  scouting  in  advance.  Blocking  forces  must  be  maneuvered  in 
advance  of  the  fleeing  enemy  to  close  escape  routes.  When  this  is  done  in  a 
professional  and  timely  coordinated  manner,  there  is  no  escape  for  the  sapper. 
As  the  pursuit  is  being  carried  out,  resupply  ships  must  bring  in  ammo,  barrier 
material,  and  Class  I  to  restore  the  fire  base  defense  and  defenders  to  full 
combat  effectiveness.  As  soon  as  it  is  ascertained  that  some  or  all  of  the 
above  is  not  required,  the  request  muse  be  cancelled  to  conserve  the  assets. 

The  key  to  success  is  immediate  response  so  tl*at  a  full  range  of  combat  power 
can  be  rapidly  and  violently  thrown  against  the  enemy  to  neutralize  him,  and 
make  the  price  of  sapper  tactics  ioc  rrstly.
